Introduced by K. E Nolson. of 
WIlllanmbiirK, and Honry WlUl.r. of 
CorbIn, wbo paid high trll)iit.i ii> IiIm 
abilities and pspecliilly to his friend- 
ship for labor, and the furt th.it his 
toreilght and achting ability had 
giren ut tha government r<):id. Mr. 
Robalon announced he had come to 
(iTa an aeeonnt of ihia stewardship. 
Ftrat h« aitM to hli frianda, "Let 
not yt%t kMrU.bo tronblad. I hvn 
n OTar tvalva «t tho flttora eoan- 
of my dtatrlet and In Norombor 
ivr and Sipple will know tkay ara 
the wrong path to Congraaa, and 
obslon will be gone the other way." 
Mr. Rohslon sincerely thanlced all 
who had helped him iiiid snld 
refrardless of politlr,<, hi' li:id liclped 
all he rould help In his district and 
that this help hi i ii Rtveii to the 

poorest man on t'le rallroii'ls iitiil In 
the poorest hoy in tlie I'.iillow. Ills 
record show- iic ser\iri(l more 
Claims for hia people, more special 
Mta, and new post offices tluin any 
Othtr man In Congress. One can't 
do that and sit down on the Job.

I did not want It; I voted for the 
nderson Amendn^^t — but It waa 
tiie boat wa fallowa eould do. Now, 
S«eroUry of Labor Pavto aUtaa tha 
Labor Board ahonid bo dona away 
with." ' 

The speaker paid hia "reapacts" 
to Mrs. O'Hara, whom he classed 
with the I. W. W. and Bolsheviks 
and who promised to go down into 
his district and work against htm. 

"Labor can never do itself any 
good by harboring copperheads in 
Its boaom" and he hoped his oppon- 
tnta would take her Into every coun- 
ty of Itia district and then ha would 
got aU tlio Totaa. "Whatavar you 
may think of mo, you won't think 
much of Mrs. O'Hara." 

"It kind of geta on one whan ono 
Is doing one'a bast to bo atabbad ta 
the back." 

Mr. Robslon said he had advised 
the school teachers to organize as 
had the miners and railroad men so 
that lli''y inlKhl Ket decent salaries 
which ale not now getting. He

Yon will never run the ralroads or 
mines with f irre ■ Answering the 
charge that hi' liad said that Jl.nn 
a day Is enough for any laboring 
man, he denounced It aa a lie. nhow- 
tng that he voted for the Nolan $.1 
a day minimum bill. The speaker 
alao showed that hU votes and those 
of J, O. CooiMr, railroad labor re- 
proaeatatlve in aoagraaa, tallied. He 
aakad If Cooper Totad against his 
trtaBda? 

How an attempt to run thru the 
Civil Service Retirement Bill, pro- 
viding for a pension of 160,00 per 

month for all government employees 
who had worke:l for the government 
for FIKTKKN YKARS ONLY proved 
a l';iiliin v.as r.' iiini'i'ii by Mv, 
U(ili~i(iii II.- .<aid tlie.-e people can 
be iiff for si\ly days a year and still 
get full pay. besides being off Sat- 
urdays and holidays. They work 
from 9 a.m. to 4 p m. He and those 
who (ought the measure said, "when 
yon get ready to pension the miner, 
railroad man and farmer we will 
think about pensioning theae peo- 
ple." He naked thoee In tSie audience 
who tUTored sueh pepalona to put up 
their hands. None went up. "Yet 
this is the one vote that the Federa- 
lon of Labor declares against me as 
unfavorable. These pensions would 
have to be collected from the miner, 
the railroad man, the waahorwoman 
and farmer." 

The speaker said. "Gompers trie-; 
to get the railroad men to vote tlie 
Democratic ticket, yet tli. only vote 
of mine he crltldied was cast in my 
first term, every vote cast in tiie 
C7th he says was exactly right. If 
I am to per cent right in the first 
term aad 100 par seat right in the 
second term, don't you think I'll he 
all right for the third term?" 

Classing the paper called "Labor" 
as unfair he said thi' editor does 
not print the paper but sits in an 
office besmirching characters and is 
a foreigner wlio says ' dis ' for this. 
He asked those present if they 
would think it right to helii ye all 
said about them by such a man. 
Speaking of the criticisms against 
him the eoagriseman asked if Seavy 
could do any better. John Langley 
had prottonaeod this "Labor" edi- 
tor 100 per cent of a liar. The 
speaker said ha had fought tor the 
soldiers. I^nus, that new bills ara 
being Introduced, and that he would 
nght for the boys until tboy got 
their Ju^i rights He had voted tor 
all bills tliut would help the soldiers 
for pensions, good roads, connecting

Pnrtjr latnea around election time 
nre largely a matter o( expedteney 
for Tot* eateblBC purpoMe. Ability 
to traasmmto eloctlon promlaoa Into 
MtlOB ia qalte aaoUier qaeatioB. 
Under ovr form of gorerament, 
hedged about as Congreaa la by eom- 
mlttea, there Is mighty little chance 
of an unknown man putting thru 
any measure he may wish to become 
a law. He must have ii very rom- 
mandlnK persoiKillty to succeed, and 
in this respect, we are fortunate in 
our preaent congressman. J. M. 
Robslon. The fact that he hus «ur- 
ceeded in passing those nu'asiii's 
Which he has per-'ionally Iiandli 1 Is 
proof that he not only knows the 
ropes, but has the respect of hu fel- 
low congressmen. Any pea can rat- 
tle around In a bos but It takes per- 
MMwUty and ability to get results. 

Don't let us overlook the fact that 
■omo SI miles of good road in Knox 
County, which will mean thousands 
of doll.irs li> inp left In the county, 
are due to \hf initiative of Congress- 
man Rolislon His work for soldiers 
and sailors alone the line of pen- 
sions shows where he stands so far 
as national heroes are concerned.

portant. It Is attracted to almost any 
moist material, especially that harlng 
un odor.
